FORESTERS’ BENEFIT 
SOCIETY. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


An application was again made for a 
number of directions in relation to questions 
arising out of the winding-up of the Irish 
National Foresters’ Benefit Society. 

Directions were sought on the questions 
whether the official liquidator was bound to 
discharge the debts of the several branches of 
the society; whether he should take pro- 
ceedings for the purpose of procuring the 
transfer to him of the funds of branches in 
the Free State which had neglected or refused 
to transfer such funds; whether he should 
institute proceedings for the transfer of funds 
of branches in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland; whether the debts of each branch 
should rank as against the funds of each 
branch; and whether the official liquidator 
should take possession of the real and per- 
sonal assets of the branches, and proceed to 
realise them for the purpose of winding-up 
the society. A direction was also sought 
regarding funds in the bank, 

fr. F. FitzGibbon, K.C., and Mr. T. G. 
Marnan (instructed by Messrs. Horan and 
Devine) appeared for the official liquidator ; 
Mr. H. Poole (instructed by Messrs. Miley 
and Miley) for the Dublin District branch and 
forty-one others; Mr. J: Molony, K.C., 
and Mr. W. Fitzgerald (instructed by Messrs. 
‘McCarthy, Hanrahan and Molony) for Gerald 
Griffin branch and five others; Mr. P. J. 
Roe (instructed by Mr. N. J. Downes) for 
Dr. Nulty branch; Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., 
and Mr. D. Fawsitt (instructed by Messrs. 
James O’Connor and Co.) for John Redmond 
branch and six others; Mr. P. J. Roe (in- 
structed by Mr. James McCourt) for Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald branch; and Mr. H. V. 
Wilson (instructed by the _ respective law 
agents) for the Hibernian Bank, the National 

ank, and Munster and Leinster Bank. 

. Having referred to the order for the wind- 
ing up of the Society and the appointment 
of the official liquidator, Mr. FitzG@ibbon 
suggested that the debts should be paid out 
of any surplus funds. They should see that 
the debts of the central body as well as of 
the branches should be paid, and whatever 
wag left could be divided among the mem- 
bers, or they could come to court and agree 
to form a new Society. 

Mr. Molony submitted that one branch 
should not be liable for the debts of an- 
other, He agreed with some of the conten- 
tions of Mr. FitzGibbon, but said that some 
other arrangement should be made as regards 
the creditors, 

Mr. Wood said that there were difficult 
questions of construction about what the 
word “funds’’ referred to in Mr. Justice 
Meredith’s judgment meant. The branches 
which counsel represented had formed a 
separate society—the Robert Emmet. Society 
—which was duly registered. While they 
wished to remain a separate entity they 
would be agreeable to a scheme for the pay- 
ment of the creditors, and they were anxious 
to contribute to such a scheme so far as their 
funds would permit. 

Mr. Roe said that they were not prepared 
to admit that the branch funds were liable 
to pay the debts of the Central Executive. 
They were willing to call a convention of 
every branch in order to save the Society 
if the liquidator would furnish them wit 
the amount required to pay the creditors and 
the cost of the proceedings. They would ask 
that convention to approve a levy to raise 
sufficient funds. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Friday. 7 !
